NAMES FROM THE BIBLE. 


Odd Ones From the Old Testament 
That Pleased the Puritans. 

A certain set of Christian names 
taken from the Bible have been in use 
so long that we do not think of them 
as Bible names. Among them are 
Adam, Moses, Samuel, David, Danfel, 
Solomon, Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. 
Othere taken from the saints, like 
Peter, Paul, John, Stephen and Mate 
thew, originally given to childre be- 
cause they were born on the saint's 
day, are still so common that we think 
of them as English names. 

These names antedate the use of sur. 
names, as may be inferred from the 
fact that nearly all of them have given 
rise to patronymics, like Jacobson, 
Peterson and Stevenson. In the twelfth 
century missioniries.sent out by the 
authorities used to baptize whole vil- 
lages at once and to save time invested 
all the men with the name of John or 
some other saint and the women usual- 
ly Mary ov Martha. To distinguish the 
Johns some additional name like Short 
or Strong or White or Black was given 
him by the neiglbors, and so Christian 
names and surnames were united. 

After the reformation it became tho 
fashion among the Puritans to give 
children the names of characters like 
the Old Testament, and odd ones like 
Melchisedec or Barzillal were pre- 
ferred. Among these were Abel, Levi, 
Jesse, Amos, Asa, Isaiah, Ephraim, 
Gideon, Malachi, Job, Abn , Hosea, | 
Ezekiel, Jeremiah, Zechariah, Asher, i 
Eli and hundreds of others.—Hartford 
Times.

MURDERED BY A MOTH.

In spite of this, it was 
probable that things would have gone 
bard with the accused but for the 
shrewdness of a Naples police officer. 
This man carefully examined the bed- 
chamber, and, lying on the floor by the 
bedside, he found one of those large 
moths that abound {fn Italy. A lighted 
candle had stood on a table by the bed, 
and the moth’s wings bore evident 
marks of having been badly singed 
against the flame. 

What was more important still, some 
of the powdery dust from the moth’s 
wings was found on the trigger of the 
pistol, and pistol had Iain in such a 
position that it covered the princess’ 
heart. It was clear, argued this astute 
Sherlock Holmes, that the moth had 
burned its wings and had fallen on the 
table where, writhing in agories, Its 
wings had struck the trigger of the pis- 
tol, and the pistol had been thus fired. 
It was noted that the ha‘r trigger 
worked with exceptional ease. 

It should be remarked that these 
Italian moths are larger than any 
with which we are familiar in this 


country. On this evidence the prince 
was rightly acquitted. — Pearson's 
Weekly.

Maurice Maeterlinck, writing about 
life after death in the Fortnightly Re- 
view, makes these remarks about the 
so called “spirits” that are materialized 
by mediums:

“They seem, above all, jealous in es-

It is pos- 
sible, and no doubt we are wrong to 
believe that a spirit stripped of its 
body can suddenly be transformed and 
reach in a moment the level of our 
imaginings, but could they not at least 
{inform us where they are and what 
they feel and what they do?”

A PIONEER RAILROAD

' ONTARIO’S FIRST VENTURE WAS 
RIDICULED BY PUBLIC. 


Frederick Charles, Capreol Was Re- 
sponsible for the Little Line From 
Toronto to Bradford, But He Was 
Squeezed Out by Jealousy Before 
Fi.st Sod Was Turned — Time> 


| table In Manuscript. - 


The first railway in Ontarlo on 
which locomotiyes were used, was the 
line from Toronto to Bradford, the 


company that built it being first 
known as the Toronto and Simcoe, 
then as the Ontario, Simcoe and Hu- 
ron, and later as the Northern Rail- 
way Company. 

The first promoter of that earliest 
of Ontario railways was Frederick 
Charles Capreol, a prominent busi- 
ness man of Toronto of that time. His 
name was really Caprioli, the name 
of a noble Italian family of great 
Prominence several generations ago. 
One branch of the family removed 
to France, and the descendants are 
living there to this day. A second 
branch went to England, where the 
mame was Anglicised to Capreol. 

Frederick Charles Capreol, the 
ploneer railway promotor of Ontario, 
was born in England In 1803, his se- 
cond name, Chase, being the name of 
his mother’s family. She was a niece 
of Sir Thomas Chase, end a relative 
of the Marquis of Salisbury. In 1828, 
when twenty-eight years of age, 
young Caprevl was sent out to Canada 
to assist in settling up the affairs of 
the Northwest Fur Company, which 
was being amalgamated with the 
Hudson's Bay Company. 

To Mr. Capreol is due the honor of 
having planned and promoted the 
first steam railway in the upper pro- 
vince. His plan was to connect Lake 
Ontario at Toronto with Lake Hurcn, 
by means of a railway, and at the 
same time open up the country north 
of Toronto, and especially the district 
around Lake Simcoe. 

It was a gigantic undertaking 
for the time, and the first obstacle 
that had to be overcome was lack 
of the necessary funds. Mr. Capreol’s 
first pla: was ingenious, if not par- 
ticularly sound. It was a lottery. 
His scheme Was to raise the neces- 
sary funds in this bighly speculative 
manner, the proceeds from th2 sale 
of the lottery tickets to be used in 
purchasing 190,000 acres of land 
along the line of the projected rail- 
way, the idea being that the profits to 
be derived from the sale of the land 
would be sufficient to pay for the 
whole construction of the road. By 
some, the plan was viewed with dis- 
trust, and by others it was condemned 
as being a gambling scheme and, 
therefore, immoral. As a consequence 
of this distrust and opposition it fell 
through, 

Defeated in his first attempt, Mr. 
_Capreel did not give up in despair. 
He simply changed his course, and 
adopted the plan that has been fol- 
lowed by almost every railway pro- 
moter since. He set to work and or- 
ganized a company. In 1849 this com- 
_pany was incorporated and granted 
a charter by the Legislature of Unit- 
ed Canada, but the Earl of Elgin, the 
Governor-General of that time, re- 
served the bill for the Queen's as- 
sent. It, therefore, had to be sent to 
London, England, a proceeding that 
required considerable time in those 
days of slow ships. 

When this new and apparently seri- 
ous dificulty was thrown {n his way, 
people began to call the promotor of 
the company ‘‘Mad Capreol.” But 
neither the difficulties of the situa- 
tion nor the jeers of his neighbors 
daunted the enterprising and ener- 
retic man. He decided to go to Lon- 
don also, and plead in person the 
cause of his railway charter. His 
efforts were crowned with success. 
The royal assent was given to the 
bill on August 28, 1849, and within 
seven weeks after seiting out from 
Toronto, Capreol was back with his 
railway charter in his pocket. 

Upon his return from England, 
Mr. Capreol was appointed general 
manager of the company, and now 
that all was ready for a start he 
made preparations for the turning of 
the first sod. \ 

And then, like a bolt from the blue, 
disaster fell upon Mr. Capreol. The 
directors of the company ‘animated 
by jealousy, dismissed him fron his 
office of manager, but a few days be- 
fore the first sod was turned. 

The first sod was turned on October 
15, 1851, and the first passenger 
train was run over the line on May 
| 16, 1865. The train consisted of the 
' locomotive, ‘‘The Lady Elgin,” a box- 
car, and one passenger car. At that 
time there stood opposite the Queen's 
Hotel in Toronto, a little wooden 
,Bhed. This was the railway station; 
|and there on tha May morning, a 
| little more than fifty-eight years ago, 
that earliest of Upper Canadian 
trains set out on its first trip. There 
were plenty of passengers, and they 
were given a hearty send-off by a 
| crowd that filled the station, and the 
vacant space adjacent to the terminal. 
There was no ticket office in the sta- 
tion, and so tickets were sold on 
| board the train »y the conductor, 
‘John Harvie, in later years an alder- 
| man of ‘“oronto. At every staticn 
along the line crowds had gathered +o 
see the novel sight and cbeer the suc- 
cess that had attended “Mad Cap- 
reol’s"’ stheme. Two hours after leav- 
ing Toronto, the train was at Aurora, 
| twenty-nine and a balf miles from the 
starting point.
